There, they say, Crume fired five shots 
at Montedonico and turned and ran, 
throwing his revolver, which was a 
forty-four caliber, into an ash barrel as 
he ran through the alley. 

Crume. it is said, stopped in a restau¬ 
rant on Third avenue, near the scene 
of the shooting, and, after first calling 
for beer, took milk and hurried out the 
street.

N>‘ *he murder of 
the Hon. Ronald Adair 
under most unusual ami 
Inexplicable circumstances. Tbe public 
lias already learned those particulars of 
tbe crime which came out in tbe police 
Investigation, but a good deal was sup¬ 
pressed upon that occasion, since the 
case for the prosecution was so over¬ 
whelmingly strong that It was not nec¬ 
essary to bring forward all tbe facts. 
•Only now. at the end of nearly ten years, 
Am I allowed to supply those mlaaing 
links which make up the whole of that 
remarkable chain. The crime waa of In¬ 
terest in Itself, but that Interest was 
as nothing to me compared to tbe In¬ 
conceivable sequel, which afforded me 
the greatest shock and surprise of any 
♦vent In my adventurous life. Even 
Dow, fifTer this long interval, I find my¬ 
self thrilling as I think of It and feel¬ 
ing once more that sudden flood of Joy. 
Amazement and Incredulity which ut¬ 
terly submerged my mind. Let me 
•ay to that public, which has shown 
dome Interest In those glimpses which 
I have occasionally given them of the 
thoughts and actions of a very remark¬ 
able man. that they are not to blame 
«ne If I have not shared my knowledge 
.with them, for I should have consider¬ 
ed It my first duty to have done so had 
C Dot been barred by a positive prohi¬ 
bition from his own lips, which was 
only withdrawn upon the Sd of last 
month. 

It can be imagined that my close In¬ 
timacy with Sherlock Holmes had ln- 
^tRrested me deeply In crime and that 
After his disappearance I never failed 
to read with care tbe various problems 
fwhlch came before the public. Aod I 
oven attempted more than once for my 
own private satisfaction to employ his 
methods in their solution, though with 
Indifferent success. There was none, 
however, which appealed to me like 
this tragedy of Ronald Adair. As I 
read the evidence at tbe Inquest, which 
led up to a verdict of willful murder 
against some person or persons un¬ 
known. 1 realized more clearly than I 
bad ever done the loss which tbe com¬ 
munity bad sustained by tbe desth of 
fJberloek Holmes. 

There wen* points about thi* strange 
boafnes* wblch would, I was sore, have 
•peelally appealed to him. and tbe ef¬ 
fort* of tbe police would have been 
•upplemeuted or more probably antici¬ 
pated by the trained observation and 
the alert mind of tbe first criminal 
•gent in Europe. All day as I drove 
upon my round I turned over the case 
In my mind and found no explanation 
which appeared to me to be adequate. 
At the risk of telling n twice told tale 
I will recapitulate the fact* as they 
were known to the public at tbe con¬ 
clusion of the Inquest 

The Hon. Ronald Adair was the see- , 
■ond son of the Earl of Maynooth. at 
that time governor of one of the Aus¬ 
tralian colonies. Adair’s mother bafl 
returned from Australia to undergo tbe 
operation for cataract, and she, her son 
Ronald and her daughter Hilda were 
living together at 427 Ptfrk lane. Tbe , 
youth moved In tbe best society—had. 
mo far as was known, no enemies and 
no particular rices. He bad been en¬ 
gaged to Miss Edith Woodley of Car- 
«Lairs, but tbe engagement had been 
broken off by mutual consent some 
month* before, and there was no sign 
that It bad left any very profound feel- 
lug behind' It. For the rest the man’s 
life moved In a narrow and convention-

parts of salicylic acid, ten parts of 
•Urch and eighty-seven parts of pul¬ 
verized soapstone Any chemist will 
make it up for a small sum. It keeps 
the feet dry. prevents chafing and rap¬ 
idly heals sore spots. Finely pulverized 
soapstone only Is very good. When the 
feet merely ache a very useful remedy 
may be found in the following: Take u 
teespoonfu! of ordinary washing soda, 
dissolve It in half a gallon of warm wa¬ 
ter and bathe the feet in It for about 
half an boa: Repeat this from time to 
time A hot water bath is also highly 
excellent for tired feet. — American 
Queen.

It 
Is more difficult to detect adulterated 
sirup, but the lafjer will never crystal¬ 
lize under several months' exposure. 
If crystals form In the can within a 
few weeks after It has been received 
the consumer may be assured that the 
.product has been adulterated with 
cane or beet sugar. When sugar was 
made years ago over an open fire It 
was a deep brown, but since the evap¬ 
orator came Into use It is light and 
free from tbe twang that formerly 
characterized It.

balsam Is poured so that It will pene 
trate Into the crack.

ThedHBculty of 
handling such a negative may be over¬ 
come by binding It to another plate In 
latrtem slidb fashion.
